So maoh ol the papers 
and of tbe completed correspoBdenca as can 
bo made pnblic wittiout iiijary to tbe ioter- 
esia of tbe Empire or of Canada will also bo 
at oooe sabmittsd for your information, and 
yonr etteotioo will be inriied lo tbii impor- 
taat subject.
